And-> we 
do not intend to pay for them more 
than they are worth. That is the mat- 
ter which is troubling a good many 
people. 

I have proposed to Congress that for 
one thing we at once build our own 
armor plant, not for pigr P urpose of 
making all the armament that our ships 
need, unless it should becomé neces- 
sary, but for the oes of keepjng the 
price within reach, and I have proposed 
to the .Congress, also, that we prepare 
to. manufacture also thé munitions 
which the Government may need, for 
the same purpose, not to drive other

We have had some experiéce in this 
matter.

We Mean Business. 


And so all along the line we mean 
business, and we aré going to see that 
business characterizes the processes of 
national évents.

The Danger Is in Delay. 


But it is empty to say that because 
there is no dangér—the things are going 
to be Gone: I Navé merely come in order 
that you might unferstand the spirit in 
which they are proposed, and also re- 
ceive fram my lips the assurance of the 
absolute necessity that they should be 
done, thoroughly done, “and done very 
soon. For, if they afte not done and 
thoroughly done, and done very soon, 
it may turn out that you have laid upon 
mé an impossible task: and that.I shall 
have to suffer the mortification, and 
you.the disappointment, of having the 
combinations of péace with honor proved 
to be impossible. 

It is not @ happy circumstance to

SURE BRANDEIS WILL WIN. 


Senator James Knows of Only Three 
Senators Who Oppose Him. 


Senator Ollie M. James of Kentucky 
is firmly of the opinion that the nomina- 
tion of Louis D. Brdndeis as Justice of 
the Supreme Court will be confirmed by 
the Senate. Senator James stayed last 
night at the Hotel St. Regis. 

When asked on what facts he based his 
confidence in the appointment of Mr. 
Brandeis, Senator James replied : 

‘TI believe that his nomination will be 
confirmed, because I think that. there 
are enough Senators who believe that a 
man should not be kept from the bench 
of the Supreme Court because at some 
time he hag fought the battles of the 
ple 

Pet Brandeis, when you come down to 
the truth of it all, has performed a 
eat service for what we call the 
“under dog’ in the fight. For instance, 
when the women’s eight-hour Jaw had 
been passed by the gislature of 
Illinois and was being opposed by the 
interests, he appeared as the counsel, 
without charge, for the laboring women 
of Ililnois; and the Supreme Court up- 
held the law. 

‘‘Louis D. Brandeis is one of the 
greatest lawyers in the country, and the 
greatest lawyer I have ever come in con- 
tact with.’ 

In regard to the question of race, 
Senator James said: 

‘*T don’t believe that there is a Senator 
that would be so un-American as to hold 
the race or religion of Mr.’ Brandeis 
against him. I believe that this is true 
of even those who will oppose him; but 
he will be confirmed, I feel perfectly 
sure.’ 

When pressed further as to what spe- 
cific opposition against Mr. Brandeis 
there was, Senatcr James could name 
only three Senators whom he positively 
knew were against him. Two of these 
were Democrats, and one a Republican. 
As to the attitude of Senators Weeks 
and Lodge, he said that he knew noth- 


ne. 

hen asked if he thought outside in- 
fluences were being brought to bear 
against Mr. Brandeis, he said: 

**¥ doubt if there is outside influence 
trying to exert itself; but if there is, I 
don’t believe that any influence will be 
strong enough to defeat his confirma- 
tion. 

Senator James said that three years 
ago, when President Wilson had called 
him to Sea Girt to consult with him re- 
garding the formation of the Cabinet, 
the Senator had then wugecrted the name 
of Louis D. Brandeis for the Attorney 
Generalship. He said that although he 
had suggested Judge Benton, of the 
Circuit & urt, to fill the vacancy in the 
Supreme Court, he was in no way dis- 
appointed with’ the nomination of Mr. 
Brandeis. 

In conclusion he asked: ‘‘ Must a man, 
to be a Justice of the Supreme Court, be 
a backward-looking and a backward- 
walking man?”’

SHIPPING BILL IN HOUSE. 


Introduced by Alexander, and Com- 
mittee Will Hold Hearings.

@fésstian is an’-officer of the United 
States. There afte subsidiary obfections 
Stated ag constitutional—that the indict- 
meént is insufficiént and that it does not 
appear in what district the crime waa 
committed. 

‘On the matter of jurisdiction it is

.cérns a subject limited by Fedéral law, 
Such a8 bankruptcy, copyright, patents, 
er admiralty, the jurisdiction so far 
codlesces with the merits that @ case 
hot within the law is not within the 
jurisdiction of the court.

Vehicular traffic was restricted to one 


direction in eight additional streets in 
Manhattan yesterday by the police, who 


are trying to find a solution ef the vex- 


ing-traffic problem, er at least some 
measure of relief. Last year. nineteen 
streets were designated for one-way. traf- 
fic, and now altogether there are twen- 


ty-seven, Traffic policemen .whe were: 


stationed at the one-way streets yester- 
day were agreed that conditions had been 
greatly. bettered by having traffic. move 
in one direction only. This relieved not 
only the streets where the régulation was 
applied, but other. theroughfares of 
which they are tributary. 

Great improvement was seen in the 
shopping district particularly as a.resplt 
of the decision of Police Commissioner 
Woods to set aside three additional 


gtreets in that section for’one-way traf- 
fie. Westbound traffic exclusively in 
Forty-third Street, from Vanderbilt Ave- 
nue te Broadw has entirely: elimina- 
ted the conges on on that street be- 
tween the Grand Central Station and the 
hotel and theatrical district. 
» The one-way rule is to be enforced lit- 
erally, and no vehicle, except, of course, 
lances, mail and’ emergeney trucks, 
will be. permitted te enter these streets 
fro. e wron iregtion. no matter 
oy | Whether. they desire t ten feet or less 
acrogs the line of ont ction. 


Ferty-third Street Cleared, 

As an illustration, a person in a taxi- 
cab desiring te go down Madison Avenue 
to the Hotel Biltmore would be Unable 
te réach the Forty-third Street entrance 
from Madison Avenue because the west- 
bound traffic in that street would be in- 


terfered with. He could get {6 the main 
entrance of the hotel by turning in at 
Forty-fourth Street, going to Vanderbilt 
Avenue, and then turning in west on 
Ferty-third Street. As a result the con- 
tinyal blockade at Madisen Avenue and 
Foerty-third Street is removed. 

In the same way a taxicab on Broad- 
Way cannot get to the Thirty-third 
Street entranceg: of the Hotel McAl 
or the Waldorf-Astoria without going 
through either Thirty-fourth or Thirty- 
second Street to Fifth Avenue, and then 
coming into ae rte-thire Street with the 
westbound traffic. However, the tangle 
at Fifth Avenue and Thirty-third Street 
has disappeared, and wes und traffic 
is likely ta be "attracted from Thirty- 
fourth Street. 

The congestion on Fifth Avenue will 
not be so serious at Thirty-fourth, Thir- 
ty-third, and Thirty-second Streets as a 
result of the new regulation, because ve- 
hicles moving in one direction across the 
avenue from the streets decrease the 
time when Fifth Avenue must be 
blocked: to let this transverse traffic 
pags. 
reater relief has resulted, however, 
i the streets where the -ane-way rule 

has been applied. In West Thirty-third 
Street. there has been for many months 
a serious condition because of the pres- 
ence in that street of scores of delivery 
wagons used by department stores, 
Frequently there was sueh a- ja of 
vehicles that traffic policemen had to 
e oie the middle.of the blocks between 

roadway and Fifth or Sixth and Sev- 
enth Avenues to straighten out the 
tangle. .The problem here was the more 
serious beeause Thirty-third Street } 
fire street, where Hook and Ladder 
No. 24 has its headquarters.

No details in. any bill can meet 
these. objections: on. ‘fundamental 
grounds. Nothing like the proposal 
ig asked by business, itself in its own 
behalf. The National Foreign Trade 
Council at New Orleans opposed a 
Government-owned merchant marine, 
and favored removal of governmental 
restrictions upon American shipping, 
under the régulation of .a board 
similar to that provided’ in’ the bill. 
There is no more magic in a board 
than in Government ownership. “It 
might be an easy way to get rid of 
the subject, and a cheap way, if the 
Government connection with the mat- 
ter were abandoned. The railway 
question was. turned over to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
thirty years ago, and is a burning 
question now as then, perhaps more 
so, with the discovery that, despite 
all that the Commission has done, 
railways must be run at a profit if 
the country is to have them supplied 
adequately. 

That is the essential lesson on the 
ocean as well as on the land. Gov- 
ernment must allow a profit to ship- 
ping, or must assume the loss of 
prohibiting it. Shipping provided at 
public cost is in unfair competition 
with all other carriers, either Ameri- 
can or foreign. The bill seems to 
make a special effort to antagonize 
foreign shipping by réquiring it to 
operate under a license, thus subject- 
ing it to the regulations of the board. 
The prospect that foreign shipping 
will do so may be judged from. the 
fact that two million tons of Ameri- 
can-owned shipping sought the pro- 
tection of foreign flags before the 
wat. The bill is a good expression of 
the views of those who think that 
Government help is better than self- 
help, and that Government can suc- 
ceed where private enterprise fails. 
Those thinking otherwise will like the 
second bill no better than the first. 
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KNIGHTS OF THE AIR. 

The achievements of the Zeppelins 
in Paris Saturday add new glory to 
the history of these humane.and ef- 
fective military -instruments. ..Twen- 
ty-four persons were killed and thirty 
wounded. The present population of 
Paris can only be guessed at, so many 
are the absences caused by the war, 
but putting it at the 1911 figures of 
2,888,110 it is clear that if the war 
lasts long enough and the Zeppelins 
are as lucky as they were Saturday, 
and.if they raid once a day, they 
might kill or wound the entire pop- 
ulation in 150 years or so, There 
can be no doubt of the genuine Ger- 
mian (echt Deutsch) efficiency of Zep- 
pelins. 

The German airmen must be thor- 
oughly familiar with the cartography 
of Paris. There was a fog Saturday, 
and if this prevented the French aero- 
planes from seeing the visitors it/ did 
not prevent the latter from dropping 
bombs “near the fortifications in the 
populous tenement district,” which 
has no business to be near the fortifi- 
cations. Indeed, ample military just- 
ification for the spirited performance 
of Saturday can be found in the ten- 
ement district itself. A Paris dis- 
patch in yesterday’s TIMES says: 

The -worst. case of all was a five- 
story tenement at the end of a cul de 
sac. * * * Here the family of a zou- 
ave, AUGUSTE PETITJEAN, were cele- 
brating the father’S’ leave from the 
front. His wife and. 15-year-old 
daughter, Lucig; his old father-in-law, 
JoserPH FRicHTI, and his sister, Mme. 
LreaicHt, with her two little boys, 
RaYMOND and AwNobRE, had » gathered 
around a table to hear stories of the 
war. Suddenly the war struck them. 
All seven were killed instantly. 

This proves the military. value of the 
raid. A soldier was killed. The 
“humble workers’ who were the tar- 
gets may have been making munit- 
tions. More obscure, but doubtless 
clear to the German mind, is the im- 

mediate military advantage gained 
by killing a girl of 4 and a--babe 
of 5 months. But children and wo- 
men are Often the victims of the 
Teuton heroes of the air; they are 
more susceptible to Schrecklichkeit. 

The student of military history, the 
lover of ‘heroic emprise, will’ dwell 
with. fondness. on these characteristic 
Zeppelinities. There is a ‘touching 
rivalry between the submarfthes and 
the, Zeppelins as to whether from 
‘ander water or from the air women 
and children can be. killed’ in ‘the

The moral effect of the Colonel's 
brief visit is valued highly here. In 
well-informed quarters. it is believed 
that he was able to do much to dispel 
certain ideas which have ‘been (un- 
fortunately prevalent here, particular- 
ly that America has not been acting 
in good faith—that President Witson 
has been practicing ‘a double-standard 
of neutrality.: At the same time the 
-Colonel. may be able to .take back a 
very clear and vivid idea of the strong 
feeling of Germans over what they 
call thelr justified ‘grievances. It is 
believed that Colonel Hovse’s visit wil! 
do much to clear. away mutual mis- 
understandings. 

This is a significant expression, be- 
cause it. ts an interpretation. polit- 
ically sanctioned by the German. Gov- 
ernment. Censored news cannot es- 
cape that. kind of valuation. More:sig- 
nificant still, and for similar reasons, 
is the -correspondent’s next para- 
graph: 

Not the-least interesting. part of his 
confidential report to the President 
should be. the intimation from a 
source, friendly to America, and at 
the same: time close to the German 
Government, that, barring’ unforesee- 
able accidents and circumstances, 
President Witson’s peace mediation 
will not be unacceptable to the Im- 
perial Government when the time is 
ripe to talk peace. 

That also is something the German 
Government was not unwilling to have 
said in the American press. It con- 
firms the impression, derived in other 
ways, that the civil intelligence of 
Germany looks, not to Mr. WILSON as 
a person, but to the President.of the 
United States as an agency, perhaps 
the only one in the world, through 
which it might hope to find touch 
with the civil intelligence of its ene- 
mies by indirection, that isto -say, 
without itself taking. the initiative. 
Behind this yearning, which is real, 
lies the morbid dread of saying any- 
thing explicit that could be construed 
by the enemies of Germany as a sign 
of weakness. 

The intimation that Mr.. WILsoON’s 
mediation would seem feasible to Ger- 
many is extremely guarded. It is not 
said that mediation. weuld be accept- 
able, but that, barring unforeseen ac~- 
cidents and circumstances, it would be 
not upacceptable—“ when the time is 
ripe to talk peace.” Herein is a delu- 
sion. not peculiar to Germans, but 
common in Europe and elsewhere in 
the world, namely, that there will be 
a psychological moment to begin talk. 
ing of peace. The success of Euro- 
pean statesmen recently with what 
may be called psychological moments, 
either to identify, mark, or utilize 
them, has not been so great as. to 
leave them any reasonable vanity in 
their ability to récognize the propi- 
tious. juncture of events at which 
peace conversations. would. become 
definitely and all of d sudden possible, 
and, besides, any such moment is 
probably a fiction of the imagination. 
Whatever happens in the field of war 
is bound to make peace conversations 
in some way more difficult for one 
side or the other. Germany in the 
field is how in a better position than 
her enemies to talk peace. When it 
is easter for her enemies it may be 
much harder for her. Therefore, why 
cannot Germany be. more downright 
with what she means?

DR. ADLER’S CHARGE. : 

In his Sunday morning address to 
the Society for Ethical Culture. Dr. 
Feuix ADLER expressed a high’ opin- 
ion of the ‘morality of .the ‘German 
people and a very low opinion of the]. 
morality of. American newspapers. 
Speaking upon the general subject_of) 
preparedness he said that “ the moral 
sentiment of the German people” 
would never permit Germany .to 
“make a raid on this country and 
“seize New York and other large 
“cities in order to hold them for ran- 
som,” but while acknowledging that 
“‘ public opinion is molded largely by 
the newspapers” he declared that 
“the opinions of some newspapers 
are molded in the counting houses,” 

When Dr. ADLER was asked to put 
this charge in a more specific form 
he made this reply: 


That statement was. incidental and 
was made, by the way, in the course 
of my address. I do not wish to be 
more explicit. I did not refer to any 
particular newspapers or to any par- 
ticular public questions, but made the 
general remark that some newspapers 
were influenced by counting houses. 
I inquired, for instance, why certain 
newspapers followed certain policies, 
and was informed on reliable. author- 
ity that those policies were dictated 
by bankers. A newspaper is a com- 
mercial institution, and some are nat- 
urally influenced by their -business 
connections, their bankers, and~their 
large advertisers. I regard this as 
a matter of common knowledge, as a 
notorious fact, although I don't want 
to be understeod as charging that 
editors have their opinions for sale. 

Who or what is Dr. FELIx ADLER’s 
“reliable authority’’ for the state- 
ment that the policies of newspapers 
are dictated by bankers,. advertisers, 

or other “ business connections '"? The 
matter is of grave public importance, 
for if the molders of public opinion 
permit their own opinions to be mold- 
ed by private interests, in other 
words, by the desire for gain, the pub- 
lic ought to know it. Does Dr, AptER 
know of any New .York newspaper 
which permits bankers or advertisers 
to mold its editorial opinions? Is he 
not, on the other hand, sufficiently 
familiar with the newspaper business 
to know that a newspaper conducted 
on that plan would never mold any 
opinions but its own, would lose pub- 
lic confidence, would be incapable of 
serving its own financial interest or 
that of others? 

If a newspaper should affirm 
let us say, the clergy, of New 
were. indifferent to religion, 
false. teachers and looked upon 
preaching as a business, their chief 
interest being what they could get out 
of it, and then if that newspaper on 
being called to book should say that 
it was so informed on “reliable au- 
thority,”’ what would Dr. ADLER 
think. of its ‘“‘ moral sentiment " "2? No 
newspaper would be capable of such 
a gross offense, but if we assume the 
offense committed, does Dr.’ ADLER’ 
suppose that the offender would be 
permitted to hide behind an unnamed 
“reliable authority ’’? To be specific, 
Dr. ADLER’s citation of a reliable au- 
thority is inadequate.for justification 
and insufficient for concealment: He 
must himself be held responsible for 
a..slanderous charge publicly made, 
unsupported by any shadow of -evi- 
dence, and in *the view of those who 
have knowledge of the fact flagrantly 
false.

Labor. to be favorably report- 
ed, and will be pressed. That is surely 
forehanded. In December there -were 
570 more emigrants than - immigrants. 
In the last’ half of 1915 the excess of 
atrivals over departures was 2,392. At 
the: present time the condition of em- 
ployment is dbout as good as ever was 
known. The restriction.of immigration 
must be intended as a precaution against 
a theory of excessive competition here- 
after, rather than to meet any present 
condition or.the results of any past 
condition. On the contrary, this country 
would not be what it is without the im- 
migrants who have done the coarse work 
which repels: Americans and at a wage 
which Americans would not accept. A 
bill has been introduced at Albany by 
Assemblyman Matong designed to. pro- 
hibit the employment of illiterates by 
railways. Violation is made a misde- 
meanor. The argument fs that life and 
limb will be safer in the care of 
‘cultured’ railway men. | Incidentally 
jobs are safer and wages are higher in 
proportion that the law limits employ- 
ment to privileged classes. Exit privi- 
lege to capital, enter privilege to labor. 
On the other hand there are those who 
think that the temper of the times is 
not favorable to privilege to either, and 
that the function of law is to keep the 
field fair and open for all in any walk 
of life who serve the public by serving 
themselves: As the matter stands the 
public is jm danger of exploitation by 
combinations of labor when it has just 
relieved itself from-exploitation by eom- 
binations of capital’ contrary to public 
interest... Eternal. vigilance is. the price 
of safety from selfishness in the disguise 
of public spirit.

There is a curious 
sequel to the expos- 
ure of usury by the 
“ » national banks by 

Flareback. the Controller of the 
Currency. The intention was to have 
the usurers sent to jail, and to have laws 
passed with more teeth in them. The 
prospect is that many States will imitate 
Virginia, which is considering a bill 
specifically authorizing what the Con- 
troller denounced so ferociously. The 
explanation is simple and. twofold... The 
banks are unwilling to make the loans 
otherwise, and, secondly, the borrowers 
would be worse off if not allowed to 
make thé usurious arrangements. The 
Controller’s deriunciation was by num- 
bers of banks rather than by volume of 
loans. For example, one of the most 
usurious States is Texas, where there 
are 587. national banks and 168 offend- 
ers. The capital of the 537 equals that 
of two leading banks jin this city, but 
the aggregate loans are less than those 
of the smaller-of the two. The nature 
of. the usurious business is charging fees 
for «accommodation instead of. interest, 
and that is the nature of the statutory 
authorization proposed. 

For example, a rate of 1,820 per cent. 
was charged for lending $6 for five days. 
The fee, rather than the’ interest, was 
$1, and the bank hardly felt paid. In 
another case the*rate was 2,400 per cent.) 
but the. charge was $1 for $3.50 for a 
wéek. The preparation of the papers 
and the ‘bookkeeping &nd other banking 
costs are the same on.a small loan as on 
a large one, and must be paid for if the 
accommodation is: to be obtained. Send- 
ing the usurers to jail would only stop 
the accommodation, and the Controller’s 
manner of attack of an abuse which 
ought to. be remedied’ seems rather to 
strengthen it. Thus he includes all Vir- 
ginia in- his account of the offending 
area, although only five Virginia banks 
meet his condemnation, with the result 
that national banks in general feel out- 
raged rather than condemned.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a lawyer ahd an American citizen I 
wish to voice, with others, my opposition to 
the confifmation of Mr. Louis D, Brandeis 
as a Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which I ‘feel constrained to do 
for no reason save what I conceive to be the 
welfare and prosperity 04 our common 
country. The past performances of Mr. 
Brandels stamp him as a Socialist and an 
impracticable theorist, hostile to vested 
rights, and given to promoting class hatreds 
and social unrest. The Supreme Court has 
always been justly regarded by our people a<« 
the bulwark of their property rights and the 
safeguard of their liberties. Their confidence 
in it has made them feel secure against 
executive usurpations and the ignorance, 
prejudice, and passion that often find ex- 
presion in the statutes of our Congress and 
legislative assemblies. To put such a man 
as Mr. Brandeis in the Supreme Court would 
so shake the confidence of our people in that 
tribunal that its power and influence as’ a 
co-ordinate branch of our Government, and 
conservator of all the rights and interests we 
hold dear, would be seriously impaired, if 
not utterly destroyed. His appointment is so 
astounding that it seems like a horrid night- 
mare, and his confirmation by the Senate 
would, I verily believe, make every respon- 
sible citizen feel insecure in his personal 
liberty. and property rights.

It is an encouraging sign to learn that 
President Wilson is looking with favor 
toward the creation of a tariff board, and 
it is to be hoped that he can bring the mem- 
bers of his. party ‘In Congress tod the same 
opinion. It was my privilege to assist in 
giving some data on Schedule K to the former 
board, and from that experience I am con- 
vinced that.it is only through a tariff board 
that a just and equitable tariff can be 
secured, 

Instead of a tariff board of five members, 
as formerly, it seems to me that it should 
be of about twenty members and consist of 
not more than two members each from 
the following occupations: Manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers, bankers, farmers, law- 
yers, _representatives of labor, and the rest 
of the board ‘to be men who have* made a 
thorough study:of tariff. administration.

The high sea may be said.-to: com*=- 
prise all that salt water on the earth's 
surface except such as is: wholly with- 
in landed territory, and that within 
three miles of the coasts of States 
which is termed the territorial waters, 
and such straits, guifs, and bays as 
are adjacent thereto: These territorial 
waters, known. also) as the littoral .or 
marginal sea, have been subjected to 
exclusive jurisdiction as a necessary 
measure of State protection. 

‘Anciently there was little definite con- 
ception of the marginal sea and no clear 
principle governing it. States asserted 
rights over adjoining waters. according 
to-their power and interest; yet the view 
that/the high sea is ndt capable of.ap- 
propriation {8 a ‘very old one and has 
a firmly established place in Roman 
legal philosophy, notwithstanding the 
declaration of Antoninus’ Pius, Roman 
Emperor: ** Being Emperor of the 
World I -am consequently ‘the law 
of the sea’’; or of the Jater German 
Emperors, who, as successors’ to the 
Roman, proclaimed themselves ‘‘ Kings 
of the Ocean."”’ 

The Roman conception of the free sea 
was a philosophic rather than a# legal 
one, since international law may be sald 
to have been nonexistent at that period 
of history. It was not until the break- 
ing up of the Roman Empire and, the 
germination of the modern European 
States system began that we. seé the 
concurrent appearance of customs grow- 
ing out of the intercourse among these 
separate political entities and’ giving 
some shadow of a legal system. From 
that time, however, the:.dawn of the 
Middle Ages, we notice that claims of 
sovereignty are gradually extended into 
the high seas, until finally all of the 
known waters of the earth had heen 
appropriated. The’Roman conception of 
the free sea thus vanished. 

The Republic of " Venice claimed 
sovereignty over the Adriatic, “ana 
Genoa became the sovereign of the 
Ligurian Sea; Portugal appropriated the 
Indian. Ocean and the Atlantic south 
of Morocco; Spain took’ ‘the whole ofthe 
*Padifie and the Gulf of Mexico. After 
the discovery of America, the famous 
Bulls. of “Pope .Alexandér <VIL, in 
1498, granted to Spain all lands West 
of the north and south line drawn 100 
leagues west of the Azorés ana ‘dividing 
the occupation of the seas between 
Spain and’ Portugal. Sweden and Den- 
mark ‘contentéd themselves with: the 
Baltic and Arctic, while England as- 
sumed sovereignty over: all that. was 
left, including the Narrow’ Seas, the 
North Sea, and the Atlantic, north of 
a line running from North; Cape to 
Cape Finisterre.

‘‘He had a broad knowledge of his- 
tory, and was one of the founders of 
the Anglo-Jewish Historical Associa- 
tion. His book on the Jews of Angevin 
was a genuine contribution both to the 
history of England and of the Jews.

of his long experience of the work of 
the commission, and 4s a resident of 
Brooklyn, in the place of Commissioner 
Williams. Deputy Controller Charles 
S. Hervey, another resident of. Brook- 
lyn, has also been mentioned ‘as’ a 
strong cand.date, while the’ Bronx, 
which considers it ought to be repre- 
sented now that R. C, Wood has dis- 
appeared from the commission, has been 
urging the claims of Park Commissioner 
Thomas W. Whittle.
